The assessors And 
that Ulster county is assessed 71 per cent and 
New York 60. 
The highest assessment is 
that of Cattaraugus County, 05 per cent, and 
the lowest Clinton and Richmond, 50 per 
cent, 


T iie real Democratic state convention is in 
session at Rochester to-day. It is made up 
exclusively of men opposed to “ inequitable 
and oppressive sumptuary legislation,’’ and 
is euphemistically labeled the “ Liquor Deal­ 
ers’ Convention.” But its wishes will be 
conveyed in a quit t manner to David B. Mill, 
and he will deliver them in the form of com­ 
mands to the convention that is to meet at 
Syracuse on the 1st of October. All the real 
work of the Syracuse convention will be per­ 
formed at Rochester before the anti-sumptu- 
arians depart. 


S iif.ritk C hilds and two deputies arc on 
their way to New York from Mississippi 
with warrants for Muidoon, Cleary, Dono­ 
van, Stevenson, Johnston and other partici­ 
pants in the arrangements for the Sullivan- 
Kilrain prize fight. These worthies have all 
galh;red in New York Under the protecting 
wing of Gov. Hill. Since his accusation of 
bad faith against Gov. Lowry for permitting 
a sentence of imprisonment against Sullivan 
after promising to let him off on a light tine, 
it is believed that Mr. Hill will never honor 
another requisition paper from Air. Lowry. 
Besides it is getting too close to election to 
a'low this powerful Democratic band to de­ 
part now. 


T h e Treasury surplus is down to $43,- 
489,009. Last fall it was $104,000,000. The 
government has reduced it by purchasing 
bonds,thus reducing the principal of the inter 
est hearing debt. The monthly debt state­ 
ment shows a reduction of $3,349,350 in 4^ 
per cents and $12,940,100 in 4 percents. This 
is real debt payment. The debt less cash in 
the treasury was increased $6,076,693, but 
tlris increase is made up wholly of new issues 
of gold and silver certificates. There was a 
heavy draft for pensions, caused partly by 
tbe early exhaustion of last year’s appropria­ 
tion and tbe stoppage of payments until the 
fund for the present year could be dinwn up 
on. The total debt is $1,645,826,163; tbe 
debt less cash in the treasury is $1,083,740,- 
626. 


T h er e is a sort of parallel between the 
case of Sheriff Flack, whom Gov. Hill de­ 
clines, to remove, and that of Sim Coy of the 
Indianapolis Common Council. Coy was 
convicted of election frauds as a city official 
and sent to prison. The Council was Demo­ 
cratic, and the uinjorily had not the neces­ 
sary hardness of heart to repudiate the man 
who had sacrificed himself in the useful aud 
important work of extinguishing Republican 
majorities. So,

labor,

do bis utmost to 
get himself re-elected as a vindication. And 
why should be not ? The criminal classes 
that make up a large proportion of tbe Demo­ 
cratic party have a right to elect their own 
representative men if they have the votes. 
They sent John Morrissey to Congress, and 
returned Tweed to the Senate while be was 
under indictment. And as for Fluck, be ap­ 
pears to be in a position to render greater 
service to Gov. Hill than if ho bad never 
been guilty of a crime. He is, in fact, keep­ 
ing the Sheriff’s office open till Hill calls for 
it, just as Coy kept the office of Councilman 
closed against the intrusion of a Republican.

Rochester, Sept. 4 —The Seventh An­ 
nual Convention of the New-York State 
Wine, Liquor and Beer Dealers’ Association 
opened at noon to-day in Maenntrcbor Hall, 
President B. T. Kearns, of New-York, in the 
chair. The attendance is large, fully 800 
delegates being present, representing the 
leading cities in the Stale 
Mayor Par­ 
sons delivered a complimentary address 
ot welcome. The annual report of the olli- 
teers recites that ‘‘there is a larger member­ 
ship, a greater balance in the treasury and a 
better showing in every respect than ever be­ 
fore; that so conservative lias the management 
been that for ttto consecutive years no assess­ 
ment or call of any nature has been made; 
that unjustly discriminating bills were con­ 
stantly introduced in our Legislature, the past 
year and the wishes of the majority of the 
people ignored by the dominant party, and 
measures were rushed through and placed be­ 
fore the Chief Executive that no fair-minded 
mn»l could consistently approve; a summary 
of the bills includes the Excise Commission 
bill, the Curtis High License bill and the 
Vedder State and Countv Tax bill; that nec­ 
essary bills were introduced from time to 
time, with a view of abrogating some of the 
sumptuary laws that are now on the statute 
books, but the law makers, or a majority of 
them, failed to give the relief needed, and 
quickly burled any measure having a tend 
t'ney to relieve us of some ot our burdens.”

THE LIQUOR DEALERS’ ALLIES, 
By Telegraph to The Freeman.

It is not con­ 
tem plated that the Governor shall be hts accuser, 
but th at he shall constitute the tribunal before 
w hich accusation shall be ma-ie. and which shall 
b ear and pass upon tbe same, if the Republican 
new spapers in questem an- particularly anxi'-u- for 
Tbe removal ot StieniT Flack, atilkn-.w , as they 
think they do. th at he should be removed, they 
ought to stop th- ir nonsensical talk and go stra ght 
w ay before tbe Governor and make and sv.-etr t- 
their charges 
That is to say, the Governor has not the 
constitutional power to act, till somebody 
comes lie fore him with a few details of the 
»enodal and does some swearing. 
He need 
not be an official; he may be anv individual 
even tbe humblest Republican in the state 
But until he appears and delivers his oath or 
oaths, the Governor is powerless to act. 
lie 
may net take the initiative. 
To do so w< uld 
be to constitute himself “ prosecutor, judge 
jury and executioner.” 
Now it is nobody's business in particular 
to formulate these charges before the Cover 
Dor. 
The constitution, which give- the ex 
ecutlvc the power to remove certain officers 
including the Sheriff, does not designate who 
shall

form of procedure. 
The constitution merely 
provides in general terms that if a Sheriff is 
found unfit for the office or unworthy ot it.tlie 
Governor is to remove him. 
We quote all 
that the constitution says upon this point 
“ The Governor may remove any officer iu 
this section mentioned, within the term for 
which lie .-hall have been elected, givin 
such officer a copy of the charges against 
him, and au opportunity of lieing heard in 
his defense.” 
Where is the requirement here 
that somebody must come liefore the Gov­ 
ernor with formal charges and swear to 
I hem ? 
Where is there a word to indicate 
that he may not proceed to act upon the 
charges that he has seen in the newspapers ? 
Unfortunately, the Governor is not limited 
to new spaper testimony in this case. 
He has 
read the declarations and the depositions of 
Mrs. Flack. 
lie has seen the admissions of 
crooked procedure by Meek. Monell ami oth­ 
ers. 
He 
has 
read 
of 
the 
resigna­ 
tions 
of 
Flack 
and 
the 
other 
conspirators 
from 
Tammany, 
and 
the 
declarations of Tammany leaders that they 
are unworthy of membership in their party. 
He has seen printed fac similes of docu­ 
ments iu the case, which lead to the inevit­ 
able conclusion that forgery was committed 
and connived at to bolster up the conspiracy.

gres*, w hich has b een held in P aris, seem to 
have b een som ew hat perplexed b y tlic vast­ 
ness of the su b ject w ith w hich they had to 
deal. 
T he prob lem propounded for discus­ 
sion was the sam e as tlm t which w as placed 
b efore the tirst A nthropological 
Congress, 
held in Rom e fou r years a go —(he m ental and 
physical differentiation 
b etw een 
hab itual 
crim inals and persons of good 
m orals and 
exem plary conduct. 
Dr. Lornb roso, the fa­ 
m ous specialist in crim inality from T urin, 
was of opinion thfft there existed a distinct 
type of crim inal m an, ju -t as a savage type 
is still to b e m et w iih. 
F rom b is post-m or­ 
tem exam inations of the b odies of crim inals 
b e found that all the sub jects presented the 
sam e characteristics—wide oye-orb its, prom ­ 
inent cheek-b ones, distended nostrils, and 
other anatom ical appearances w hich were al­ 
so peculiar to savages. 
Crim.o, la D r. Lom- 
b roso’s Opinion, 
w as also 
the 
result of 
atavism to U great extent. 
O ther Italian 
physicians corrob orated these ob servations. 
Dr. 
F iigerio, of A lessandria, inn'otffiiiing 
that crim inals w ere always, according to his 
ob servations in 
Italy, exceedingly sharp- 
sighted, w hile their faculties of taste and 
sm ell Were less developed than w as the case 
in “ healthy ’’ people. 
Signor O ttolenghi, of 
T u rin , how ever, had n slightly different opin­ 
ion, m aintaining that the hearing was the 
most strongly developed faculty possessed b y 
m alefactors of every degree. 
All these the­ 
ories ot the Italian savants w ere opposed 
strongly b y M. M anouvrier, of P aris, who 
argued 
that there were no characteiistics 
b y w hich 
crim inals 
n5 a class or type 
could he 
distinguished from e the r men. 
It

of 
course, 
true 
tha t 
certain 
Kinds 
of 
anatom ical 
characterization 
w ere 
found 
m ost 
freq uently

crim inals, b ut he ob jected to too inuch gen­ 
eralization in the m atter. 
He held that, in 
order to a rriv e a t anything like definite con­ 
clusions, it. w ould b e necessary to take aver­ 
age specim ens of crim inals and 
com pare 
them anatom ically to average types of v irtu ­ 
ous people. 
H erein, how ever, there was a 
great difficulty 1t) the way of the crim inal 
specialist, as am ong the virtuous or decent 
People there w ere cruel, b rutal or knavish 
types not com ing, b y b ad actions, under the 
b an of the law . 
M. M anouvrier, finally, was 
of opinion tha t the physiological phases of 
crim inals should lie taken in conjunction with 
their anatom ical characteristics b efore an y­ 
thing could b e arrived at, and that the coip’o- 
rea! structure of m alefactors should b e stud­ 
ied in conjunction w ith tlieir surroundings, 
education, descent and 
inherent 
inclina­ 
tions. 
In som e 
instances ciim e m ight he 
superinduced b y good or great q ualities of 
m ind or b ody, and hindered b y b ad ones. 
T hus, strong persons are inclined to b rutali­ 
ty; handsom e persohs to excess in love; while 
G enius itself, w hen not kept w ithin b ounds, 
was often predisposed to crim e. 
A fter this 
discussion, the m uch-deb ated q uestion was 
left nearly in sta tu q u o , 
and its fu rther elu­ 
cidation is hoped for when anthropologists 
shall have extended their researches in asy­ 
lum s for the insane, and m ade freq uent ex­ 
am inations of the dead b odies of m alefactors. 
Before the C ongress separated a Lyons doc­ 
tor, in a report on the ib iW uci* of the profes­ 
sions on crim e, stated that the largest per­ 
centage of m alefactors who b elonged to the 
b etter classes w as am ong agricu ltu ral and 
trading people. 
On the whole, the an thro­ 
pologists—to ju d ge from the reports of their 
m eetings—do not seem to have m ade m uch 
progress since tlieir inaugural C ongress in 
1885; hut they are engaged in a useful work, 
w hich m ay hereafter b ring forth excelleut 
fru it for the b enefit of hum anity. 
A story was told in Iuspector B yrnes’ of­

T hu rs­ 
day last Mr. Root called on Inspector Bvrnes 
and asked him to m eet him at the residence

his associations w ith Mrs. Sw inton, Eva and 
Manu. 
Iuspector Byrnes m et M r. R oot, hi* 
partner, Sam uel B. Clarke, and others, and, 
at their req uest, consented to “ sift tine” Mrs.

is not the ob ject of the statute, in m v judg­ 
m ent, to prescrib e any certain or fixed action 
of the voter as a q ualification or rule for the 
determ ination of his right to vote, b u t it was 
the intention m anifestly, to prev en t the ad­ 
m itted und recognized adherents of one party 
from voting at the prim aries of another.

The m em bers of the Anthropological C on­ 
gress, w hich has been held in Paris, seem to 
have been som ewhat perplexed by the vast­ 
ness of the subject w ith w hich they had to 
deal. 
T he problem propounded for discus­ 
sion was the same as that which was placed 
before ihe first A nthropological Congress, 
held in Rome four years ago--the m ental and 
physical differentiation 
between 
habitual 
crim inals and persons of good morals and 
exem plary conduct. 
Dr. Lombroso, tbe fa­ 
m ous specialist in crim inality from T urin, 
was of opinion th at there existed a distinct 
type o f crim inal mr.ii, just as a savage type 
is still to be met with. 
F rom bis post-m or­ 
tem exam inations of the bodies of crim inals 
lie found th at all the subjects presented the 
same characteristics—wide cye-orbits, p ro m ­ 
inent cheek-bones, distended nostrils, and 
other anatom ical appearances which were a l­ 
so peculiar to savages. 
Crim.o, ;n y>r S o m ­ 
broso’* Opinion, was also 
tbe 
result of 
Slavism to a great extent. 
O ther Italian 
physicians corroborated these observations. 
Dr. 
F iig t rio, of Alessandria* tnm uttthdn^ 
that crim inals were always-, according to his 
observations in Italy, exceedingly 'sharp- 
sighted, while their faculties of taste and 
sm ell Were less developed than was the case 
tu “ healthy ” people. 
Signor O ttolenahi, of 
T u rin , however, had <\ slightly different opin­ 
ion, m aintaining that the hearing was the 
most strongly developed faculty possessed by 
m alefactors of every degree. 
All these the­ 
ories of the Italian savants were opposed 
strongly by M. M anouvrier, of Paris, who 
argued 
that there were no characteristics 
by w hich 
crim inals 
nS a class or type 
could be 
distinguished from ether m en. 
It 
wti’i 
of 
course, 
true 
that 
certain 
kinds 
of 
anatom ical 
characterization 
were 
found 
most 
frequently 
am ong 
crim inals, but he objected to too m uch gen­ 
eralization in the m atter. 
He held that, in 
order to arrive at. anything like definite con­ 
clusions, it. would lie necessary to take av er­ 
age specim ens of crim inals und com pare 
them anatom ically to average types of \ im i- 
ous people. 
Herein, however, there was a 
great difficulty hi the way of the crim inal 
spectidisl, as am ong the virtuous or decent 
people there were cruel, brutal or knavish 
types not coming, by bad actions, under the 
ban of the law. M. M anouvrier. finally, was 
of opinion that the physiological phases of 
crim iuals should lie taken in conjunction with 
their nnalotnical characteristics before an y ­ 
thing could lie arrived at, and that the coipo- 
rea! structure of malefactors should he stu d ­ 
ied in conjunction w ith their .surroundings, 
education, descent and 
inherent 
inclina­ 
tions. 
In some instances ciinto m ight lie 
superinduced by good or great qualities of 
m ind or body, and hindered by bad ones. 
T hus, strong'persons are Inclined to brutali- 
tv; handsom e persons to excess in love; while 
G enius itself, when not kept within bounds, 
was often predisposed to crime. 
A fter this 
discussion, the m uch-debated question was 
left nearly in statu quo, and its further elu ­ 
cidation is hoped for when anthropologists 
shall have extended their researches in a sy ­ 
lum s for the insane, and made frequent e x ­ 
am inations of the dead bodies of m alefactors. 
Before the Congress separated a Lyons doc­ 
tor, in a report on the itiibieuceof the profes­ 
sions on crime, staled that the largest per­ 
centage of m alefactors who belonged to the 
better clas es was am ong agricultural and 
trad in g people. 
On the whole, the an th ro ­ 
pologists—to judge from the reports of their 
m eetings—do not seem to have m ade m uch 
progress since their inaugural Congress in 
18185; Rut they are engaged in a useful w ork, 
w hich may hereafter bring forth excellent 
fru it fo r the benefit of hum anity.

bright silvery light with the arms of ils 
crescent extended towards Jupiter as if to 
embrace him.

him. ar.d for 4!» minutes the gteat star »i> 
blotted out of the heavens 
It wr.s u grand 
sight viewed through n good glass. 
There 
hung the great inoon, with the rough, ragged 
thadow-edit: of its illuminated surface to­ 
wards the star who seemed to l>e approaching 
her in martial array preceded by three of hi* 
satellites and followed by one. all nearly 
in the same plane. 
On th*v seemed to come 
until they reached that edge of the moon out 
of the .-’•n ight arid n*>: distinguishable* by the 
obsciver. e.\c< pt that there the satellites one 
bv one disappeared, and then as the star 
cam», the undistinguished and darkened part 
of the moon began to eclipse the star—first 
it was full, then three quarters full, then 
half full, then a quarter full,
